Reagan, Moretti Reach Welfare Reform Agreemenf 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — Gov. 


Reagan 
and 
Democratic 


Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti 
have reached "final, complete 
agreement" on welfare reforms 
designed to cut the cost of 
California's public assistance 
program by more than $150 
million a year. 


Their concurrence yesterday 


ended 12 days of nonstop 


negotiations among leaders of 
both parties and eased rising 
fears in the Capitol that ten- 
tative bipartisan agreement last 
week would fly apart due to 
prolonged 
bickering 
over 


details. 


The compromise — the most 


complete overhaul of welfare 
law in the state's history — 
included major concessions by 


both the Republican governor 
and Democratic leaders. 


It is a major personal triumph 


for both Reagan and Moretti, the 
36-year-old Democratic leader 
of the Assembly. They have 
bitterly criticized each other the 
past few months, but they 
reached agreement on the most 
volatile issue separating them 
through a prolonged series of 


face-to-face negotiations. 


Reagan's major 
concession 


was acceptance of a "modified 
open-end" state appropriation 
for welfare, a device designed to 
guarantee that the state would 
not shift welfare costs to 
counties 
if 
the 
state 


miscalculates its share, but 
instead would automatically 
increase the state share. 


He also made concessions 


allowing automatic cost-of- 
living 
raises 
for 
welfare 


recipients and guaranteeing 
that if Congress replaces food 
stamps with new cash grants the 
state won't deduct the new 
grants from welfare allowances. 


The Democrats gave in to 


Reagan demands for numerous 
new welfare fraud 
controls, 


tougher eligibility standards, 
lower maximum grants and new 
laws to check up on the financial 
resources of recipients and their 
relatives They also gave in on 
demands to raise welfare grant 
levels to need standards. 


Present law declares the 


"minimum need standard" for 
living costs of a family of four is 
$314 a month, but the grant level 


is only $264. The compromise 
leaves the need standard at $314, 
but raises the grant to $280. 


The negotiations — filled with 


tension and hours of dramatic 
confrontations between Reagan 
and 
Moretti — ended an- 


ticlimactically. 


An aide to Reagan telephoned 


newsmen: "We have reached 
final agreement in concept and 


in language. We wiO have fur- 
ther 
comment 
when 
the 


measure is in print." 


Moretti left his office without 


an announcement for a late 
lunch in an employes' cafeteria. 
Answering questions over lunch, 
he spoke slowly with obvious 
fatigue, idly pushing parts of a

ELECTION LAW 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate has approved the most 
comprehensive 
election 


spending reform bill in a quarter 
century, sending it to an un- 
certain fate in the House. 


Aimed chiefly at the high cost 


of political advertising on radio 
and television, the bill includes 
tight 
new restrictions on 


reporting campaign expenses 
and contributions and would 
clear a long standing legal 
obstacle to broadcast debates 
between 
presidential 
can- 


didates. 


Under the present bill, any 


candidate for federal office 
could spend no more for political 
advertisement than 10 cents for 
each eligible voter in his 
district, state or — in the case of 
a presidential race — the nation. 
Direct mail is exempt from the 
provision. 


Of the 10 cents, no more than 6 


could go to any one media. 


CABLE TV RULING

California's 332 general law says 
cities can operate their own 
fable television systern« as "a 
public work" and use tax funds 
to establish them, says State 
Atty. Gen. Evelle Younger. 


Ii. an opinion requested by

Deep Disagreement 
Over Segregaf/'on 


By JOHN BECKLER 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 


Seventeen years after the 
Supreme Court proclaimed 
school desegregation to be the 
law of the land, there is deep 
disagreement 
throughout the 


country over exactly what the 
law requires. 


Since its original ruling in 


1954, the Supreme Court and a 
number of lower federal courts 
have decreed 
methods of 


achieving desegregation. Each 
of these decisions, in turn, has 
become the focal point of a new 
argument. 


Today the central issue is 


busing, a word that has come to 
mean transporting black and 
white children to schools outside 
their neighborhoods until there 
are no more schools either all- 
black or all-white. 


That disagreement, 
if not 


confusion, exists at the highest 
levels 
of government was 


demonstrated this week when 
President 
Nixon publicly 


repudiated 
a 
school 


desegregation plan drawn up by 
his own Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 


The President's position 


underscores the historical fact 
that despite what any court 
decrees, the "law of the land" on 
desegregation or any other 
subject is the interpretation 
adopted by those responsible for 
enforcing it. 


Until Nixon's intervention, the 


shapers of the basic law laid 
down by the Supreme Court had 
been the judges of the federal 
district and appellate courts, 
particularly those in the South. 


It was these courts that 


fashioned the doctrine of de jure 
and de facto segregation and 
narrowed the application of the 
law to de jure segregation, 
which meant the South, where 
separate school systems for 
blacks and whites had been 
established by law. 


More than any other aspect 


this has been the cause of 
resentment and bitterness in the 
South, particularly since it has 
been shown that Southern 
schools now have a better record 
of desegregation than those of 
big Northern cities. 


Until just 
recently, 
the 


prevailing view in the courts has 
been that Northern segregation 
was de facto, resulting from 
voluntarily establishing housing 
patterns, and thus was immune 
from the law. 


That, however, has begun to 


change, and a scattering of 
court cases in the North have 
made busing a national issue. 
Seven Northern cities and the 
federal government now are 
involved in suits requiring ex- 
tensive 
busing 
to 
effect 


desegregation. 


Of these, Pontiac, Mich., 


likely will be the first to test the 
issue in the Supreme Court. The 
city lost in the U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals, and officials 
are considering an appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 


Desegregation plans involving 


busing also have been ordered in 
San Francisco and Pasadena, 
Calif. Action is pending in cases 
involving South Holland, 111., 
Tulsa, Okla., Waterbury, Conn., 
and Indianapolis.

If's Nof Just A Matter of Chavez 


There seems to be a tendency in some quarters to lay the blame 


for all of agriculture's labor problems — and, as a consequence, a 
large part of agriculture's financial problems on Cesar Chavez. 
That is a dangerous over simplification of a deep-seated difficulty. 


In essence, the farm labor problem is not different from the 


labor problem generally in a highly industrialized society. 
However, agriculture is the last great section of the nation's 
economy to be mechanized and converted to mass production, and 
the process is not yet complete. More than most other enterprises, 
it remains a way of life, a pattern of family living to many persons 
more than a true business enterprise. 


Nevertheless, more and more agriculture takes its place along 


with logging, mining, manufacturing, merchandising and other 
parts of the economy, and many of its problems are the same 
Farmers complain that the wage demands of Chavez' United 
Workers Organizing Committee place them in an unfair com- 
petitive position, and they do. The situation is very similar to that of 
the American steel companies, however. News from Gary, In- 
diana, and elsewhere in the past few days is that a wage increase 
has been followed by widespread layoffs. Part of that is caused by 
big stockpiles, but competition from foreign sources, where labor is 
cheaper, is also a factor. The automobile industry and the textile 
industry are other areas of tough competition in which difference of 
wage levels are a threat. 


Unless some other system of labor-employer relations is in- 


troduced into industry generally, there seems no expectation that 
agriculture will escape unionization. And if farm workers are to be 
represented by a union, or unions, is it likely tnat farmers would 
actually fare much better dealing with someone other than Chavez 
and the United Farm Workers Organizing Committee? Somewhat, 
possibly. But the only other union in the field at present, the 
Teamsters, is hardly noted for easy going ways and sweetheart 
contracts. Right now, the Teamsters have stopped highway 
projects and other construction in the San Francisco Bay area 
because they object to independent dump truck operators. 


"We're through fooling around," Teamster representative 


Morris Less is quoted as saying. "If we don't get overtures we 
undoubtedly will expand the strike." Is there any reason to believe 
the Teamsters wouldn't shut down farm produce hauling 
operations if they were in that field and didn't get what they 
wanted? 


Farmers object to the no secret ballot system used by the 


Chevez union. It certainly is against the American tradition. But as 
far as the farm employers are concerned, does it make much 
difference? Again, some, maybe. But other employers have found 
that their workers voted to organize, even when the ballot was 
secret. 


The boycott, as employed by the Chavez union, is bitterly 


denounced by farmers. Perhaps it can be regulated by law — at 
least somewhat. But there is no reason to believe that Chavez would 
be the only organizer in the field who would employ it, given the 
opportunity. Buy union label campaigns, which are really forms of 
boycott of non-union produced goods, are as old as unions. 


All of this is not to say that farmers are not facing trouble. They 


are facing trouble. But it is not just a matter of Chavez and the 
United Farm Workers Organizing Committee. And it is not 
uniquely just farm trouble. The entire labor-management system 
calls for revising.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Tried To Back Bofh 


By JACK ANDERSON 


LAS VEGAS — The private 


papers of phantom billionaire 
Howard Hughes reveal how he 
attempted to manipulate both 
presidential candidates in 1968. 


Although the papers are still 


under court seal in Nevada, we 
have had access to them. Here 
are the highlights: 


— Hughes directed his former 


factotum, Robert Maheu, to help 
Richard 
Nixon 
win 
the 


presidency "under our spon- 
sorship 
and 
supervision." 


Maheu allegedly siphoned off 
$100,000 from the Silver Slipper, 
a Hughes gambling emporium, 
for Nixon's campaign. The 
money 
was 
delivered by 


Richard Danner, a Hughes exec, 
to Bebe Rebozo, a Nixon con- 
fidante 


— At the same time, Hughes 


suggested Maheu should "get 
word to (Hubert Humphrey) on 
a basis of secrecy that is really, 
really reliable that we will give 
him immediately full, unlimited 
support for his campaign to 
enter the White House" An 
immediate $50,000 contribution 
was supposed to have been 
made 
Although Humphrey 


heard Maheu had contributed to 
his campaign, there's no record 
the $50,000 was ever received. 


— Hughes lieutenants also 


offered to subsidize Larry 
O'Brien so he could serve 
without pay as Democratic 
National Chairman during the 
1968 campaign. Humphrey 
acknowledges the 
offer 
was 


made, and O'Brien confirms he 
was sounded out by Naheu in 
1968 But both insist O'Brien 
never drew a dime from the 
Hughes interests during the 
campaign 
Several 
months 


later, however, he was retained 
by Hughes for a "substantial 
sum." Humphrey's son, Robert, 


was also employed by a Hughes 
company as a sales represen- 
tative. 


MONEY ON NIXON 


Hughes' startling strategy 


was to help elect Nixon as 
President in 1968, then to groom 
Nevada's articulate and at- 
tractive Gov. Paul Laxalt for the 
White House. The fabulously 
rich recluse saw a Kennedy-like 
quality in Laxalt, who gave up 
the governorship this year. 


On March 14, 1968, Hughes 


instructed Maheu: "I want you 
to go to see Nixon as my special 
confidential emissary. I feel 
there is a really valid possibility 
of a Republican victory this 
year. 


"If that could be realized 


under our sponsorship and 
supervision every inch of the 
way, then we would be ready to 
follow with Laxalt as our next 
candidate " 


Hughes used his gambling 


profits from the Silver Slipper to 
make political contributions. He 
owned the casino as a personal 
holding, therefore the money 
didn't pass through his cor- 
porate books. 


We have evidence that Silver 


Slipper money was slipped to a 
number of Nevada and national 
politicians. In 1968, Maheu 
turned over $100,000 from the 
Silver Slipper to Danner, who 
delivered it to Nixon's close 
crony, Bebe Rebozo 


The participants won't talk 


about 
the 
transaction 


Responded Maheu tersely: "I 
have made it a matter of policy 
never to discuss political con- 
tributions on behalf of any client 
unless 
I 
have 
specific 


authorization in writing. In this 
case, I doubt whether the 
authorization would be for- 
thcoming " 


Danner, who now runs the 


Sands hotel-casino for Hughes, 
refused 
to comment. And 


Rebozo wouldn't take our calls. 


While Hughes was supporting 


Richard Nixon, he also courted 
Hubert 
Humphrey. 
The 


secretive billionaire hoped to 
use Humphrey, then Vice 
President, to stop nuclear 
testing in Nevada. 


"Bob," Hughes instructed 


Maheu, "There is one man who 
can accomplish our objective 
through (Lyndon) Johnson—and 
that man is H.H.H. 


"Why don't we get word to 


him on a basis of secrecy that is 
really, really reliable that we 
will give him immediately full, 
unlimited support for his 
campaign to enter the White 
House if he will just take this one 
on for us?"

The billionaire's secret, hand- 


scrawled instructions indicate 
Humphrey's help had been 
secured. Hughes sought "an 
order from LBJ inspired by 
Humphries" to halt all Nevada 
testing or, at least, a 90-day 
delay to give him more time to 
prepare a case against the tests. 


"I 
concur 
completely," 


Hughes wrote Maheu on April 
16, 1968, "with telling the V. P. 
that he is free to tell the people 
in Washington if they don't grant 
the 90-day delay, I am going to 
the public immediately." 


He threatened to make public 


scientific opinions that the tests 
may have triggered an ear- 
thquake 


"Bob," Hughes added, "I 


leave this whole campaign in 
your hands. I am sure you 
should personally go to the 
White House after we have 
obtained the 90-day delay and 
endeavor to sell the President on 
a permanent policy I am sure 
H.H.H. would be glad to go with 
you and to set up the ap- 
pointment." 


Maheu suggested a personal 


message from Hughes to the 
President would be more ef- 
fective Replied Hughes on April 
24: "You know I am perfectly 
willing to write a short personal 
message to Johnson, which we 
could ask Humphries to deliver 
— hand deliver — to Johnson. 


"Or if we feel it would be more 


prudent, I could ask F to deliver 
it In that way, it need not in- 
terfere with anything Hum- 
phries has going. . . 


"I feel we must start a 


negotiation with the A.E.G. just 
as if we were negotiating a 
business deal. I think we can go 
through Humphries." 


Humphrey, whose last name 


the billionaire could never get 
straight, acknowledged to us 
that he had opposed the Nevada 
tests But he had taken this 
position, he said, before the 
approach from the Hughes 
people. 


LONDON—An 
obscenity

jury found ten to one against 
three defendants, all of them in

it. 


2. A leading opponent of free 


pornography in the House of 
Commons is a young M. P., John 
Selwyn Gummer, who tackles 
the subject with zest, and in- 
forms us that the successful 
prosecution will have the effect 
of keeping the pornographic 
merchandisers 
half- 


handicapped. And that, he says, 
is about the way the House of 
Commons wants it. One extreme 
— the Danish extreme — is total 
permissiveness, a Times Square 
situation. The other is total 
repression. In between you 
have, he says, something like 
the London situation, where you 
can find the stuff if you want it, 
but where because tons of it are 
regularly 
dumped 
into the 


British Channel, and every now 
and then you have a successful 
prosecution, the printers aren't 
quite ready to go into high gear, 
and it has not become a mass- 
produced business. 


If the House of Commons 


should 
move 
against 
it 


ruthlessly, the speculation is 
that you have the wrong kind of 
backlash. On the general sub- 
ject, Lord Macaulay, himself 
rather straightlaced, wrote in 
reference to the bawdiness of 
Restoration Comedy. It was the 
result, he said, of a long period 
of British Puritanism. "....A 
government which, not content 
with repressing the scandalous 
excesses, demands from its 
subjects fervent and austere 
piety, will soon discover that, 
while attempting to render an 
impossible service to the cause 
of virtue, it has in fact only 
promoted vice." 


3. The British attitude is 


wonderfully pragmatic and, in a 
way, utterly un-American. Our 
position is: it goes, or it doesn't 
go. If OZ—28 is pornographic, 
then half 
the pay lode of 


Manhattan 
newsstands 
is 


pornographic, to say the least. 
But, in London, the effect of the 
successful prosecution is other 
than to affront 
the logical 


sensibilities of the theorists. 
Everybody knows that there is 
worse stuff lying around, and 
yet many welcome a successful 
prosecution, the effect of which 
will be to keep the por- 
nographers in a state of per- 
petual insecurity. That isn't the 
rule of law, but it is, in a subtle 
and 
fascinating 
way, 
the 


English way of doing things. 


4. In interesting contrast with 


our own procedures, the time 
between 
indictment 
and 


prosecution 
was 
relatively 


short The 27-day 
trial which 


resulted in the finding of guilty, 
saw the pornographers instantly 
remanded 
to 
jail, 
not- 


withstanding the usual displays 
of slogans and placards with 
which the imperturbable agents 
of British justice were menaced. 
One thinks, by contrast, of Mr. 
Ralph Ginzburg, who was found 
guilty in 1963 and roams about, 
free and querulous, — noisy 
testimony not only to the im- 
munity of the practice of por- 
nography, but to the impotence 
of the law 
a piquant com- 


bination

A remarkable American is 


visiting Red Bluff this week. 


George Pierre enlisted in the 


Marine Corps at the age of 16, 
and one year later was severely 
wounded in the Tarawa cam- 
paign of 1943. 


Months in military hospitals 


left him with a plate in his head, 
an arm still supported by a 
brace and partial 
paralysis 


down his left side. 


Despite this handicap Pierre 


went on to earn college degrees 
in 
biology, 
sociology 
and 


political science, was nominated 
for a judgeship, became a 
candidate 
for 
U.S. Com- 


missioner for Indian Affairs, 
was elected 
to Washington 


State's 
House 
of Represen- 


tatives and became Chief of 
Colville Confederated Tribes. 


He is the author of six books 


about Indian culture, did the 
screen play for a host of movies 
and is currently working on a 
prospective TV series about a 
sheriff's department that has 
Indians as deputies along with 
whites.

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Congress Going 
Into Vacation

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


Congress planned to embark on 
a month-long summer vacation 
today after Senate action on a 
measure 
to keep 
federal 


agencies in business until Oct. 
15. 


A House-passed resolution to 


fund departments 
for which 


regular money bills remain 
unpassed was the most vital of a 
series of measures scheduled for 
action in the Senate. 


The House planned only a 


brief session with nothing on the 
calendar before shutting for the 
recess which will run until Sept. 
8, two days after Labor Day. 


The Senate cleared the decks 


for the recess in a late session 
Thursday that saw passage of a 
landmark 
campaign-spending 


reform bill and postponement 
until Sept. 13 of renewed debate 
on the draft-extension bill and 
its watered-down call for U. S. 
withdrawal from Vietnam. 


It also passed a military 


construction 
authorization 


measure and a bill to permit 
areas with high unemployment 
to get the same kind of relief as 
areas 
struck 
by 
floods, 


hurricanes or other 
natural 


disasters. 


But for the second straight 


night, it put aside a multibillion- 
dollar bill to extend aid for 
higher education and vocational 
education amid a behind-the- 
scenes jurisdictional dispute 
over Indian education that could 
put the entire bill off until after 
the recess. 


The education bill was put on 


today's schedule along with a $1- 
billion measure providing funds 
for up to 173,000 public-service 
jobs. 


Also up for action: the com- 


promise version of a $20.8-billion 
money bill for the department of 
Labor and Health, Education 
and Welfare, that is $581 million 
above President Nixon's budget. 
The House passed the bill 
Thursday. 


The House, which completed 


most of its work Wednesday, 
wound up congressional action 
Thursday on a measure ex- 
tending the life of the Export- 
Import Bank and relaxing 
restrictions on exports 
to 


Communist countries. The vote 
was 219 to 140. 


Although the continuing 


appropriations resolution was 
put off until the last minute, the 
appropriations situatin is much 
better than in recent years. 


In addition to the Labor-HEW 


measure, eight of the 14 regular 
money bills have been enacted. 
A 10th measure, with public 
works funds, has passed both 
houses and is awaiting action by 
conferees. 


Veto Override Fails

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate has shelved until Sept. 13 
a compromise draft extension 
bill President Nixon wanted 
passed now. And when it comes 
up, it will face a filibuster. 


Sen. John C. Stennis, D-Miss., 


chairman of the Armed Services 
Committee, 
tried and failed 


Thursday to gain unanimous 
agreement to limit talk on the 
issue. 


Sen. Mike Gravel, D-Alaska, 


blocked a proposal that the 
Senate debate the bill only 16 
hours before voting. 


Senate Democratic Leader 


Mike Mansfield said 
there 


should be a full-scale Senate 
debate on U. S. policy in In- 
dochina 
before 
the 
draft 


measure faces action. 


The compromise draft bill 


includes a provision urging 
Nixon to negotiate with North 
Vietnam "a final date for the 
withdrawal from Indochina of 
all military forces of the United 
States," subject to the release of 
American prisoners. 


That supplanted an amend- 


ment proposed by Mansfield and 
approved by the Senate calling 
for a nine-month withdrawal 
deadline. 


Nixon said he 
considers 


reasonable the compromise 
provision drafted 
by House- 


Senate negotiators and ap- 
proved Wednesday 
by the 


House. He said it is "constistent 
with the objectives sought by the 
administration in Southeast 
Asia." 


"Of course, the amendment is 


better than nothing," Mansfield 
said. But he said Nixon's troop 
withdrawal rate isn't fast 
enough. 


Nixon said Thursday in a 


letter to Stennis that most 
members of Congress agree to 
the necessity for the two-year 
draft 
extension, 
with 
its 


provision for a $2.4-billion 
military pay raise designed to 
attract volunteers. 


"Therefore, I am hopeful that 


the Senate can quickly adopt the 
report so that I may sign it 
before the Congress takes it 
month long summer recess," he 
said. 


That recess begins today and 


ends Sept. 8. 


Gravel already is at work 


recruiting a filibuster force in an 
effort to block the draft ex- 
tension. 


Mansfield said he doubts there 


are at the moment enough votes 
to muster the required two- 
thirds majority to stop a 
filibuster.

Pollution Control May 
Help Business Profits

NEW YORK (AP) — Those 


who believe that pollution 
control must be paid for out of 
lower corporate 
profits and 


higher consumer prices may 
find their thinking changed a bit 
by results of a study that is still 
continuing. 


The preliminary conclusion, a 


decided surprise even to its 
authors, is that companies 
ranked high in concern for the 
environment need not be less 
profitable and may in fact be 
financially stronger because of 
their concern. 


"It was a conclusion I hadn't 


expected," said John Marlin, an 
assistant professor of finance 
and economics at Baruch 
College here and 
a 
self- 


described believer in the free, 
competitive marketplace. "I'm 
excited," he said. 


Marlin's studies show that the 


most successful companies in 
the pulp and paper industry are 
the very ones ranked highest in 
protecting the air and water 
environment in which they 
operate. 


That ranking was made in a 


highly detailed report released 
several months ago by the 
Council on Economic Priorities, 
a Washington-based, nonprofit 
group that studies corporate 
behavior in areas of social 
concern. 


Joseph H. Bragdon Jr., an 


account executive with H. C. 
Wainwright & Co., a Boston 
securities firm, read the report 
and noted the correlation of 
profitability 
and 
high en- 


vironmental ranking.

the report, to be presented Oct. 8 
before the annual meeting of the

"Pending further research," 


said Marlin, "the case appears 
conclusive. "We may modify 
and qualify the findings," he 
said, "but it is unlikely that we'll 
change the basic conclusions." 


One result, he believes, is that 


the outlook for pollution control 
may not be as bleak as once 
thought. From the corporate 
view , he says, the emphasis has 
been on costs rather than 
benefits. 


And what are the benefits? 
The most likely fallout of a 


good environmental record may 
be in lower operating costs in 
areas such as labor, health 
insurance, maintenance, local 
taxes, legal fees, fines. 


Another possibility is that 


"clean" companies may have 
lower costs in raising capital 
because a favorable corporate 
image may command slightly 
higher stock prices and lower 
borrowing costs. 


And not to be overlooked is the 


possibility that buyers may 
direct their purchases to those 
companies with the best record 
in pollution control.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


government reports today the 
latest figures on the nation's 
unemployment, and a private 
economist predicts the jobless 
rate probably will show a rise. 


The 
total 
number 
of 


Americans at work rose 1.2 
million — more than usual for 
July — to 80.6 million, but the 
nation's unemployment rate 
also went up because more job 
seekers entered the labor force, 
the government said today. 


The 
actual 
number of 


unemployed dipped 160,000 to 
5,330,000, but the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics figured it as a 
rise from 5.6 per cent to 5.8 per 
cent of the work force. 


The prediction came Thur- 


sday from Woodrow L. Gin- 
sburg, research director for the 
Center for Community Change, 
a social and economic action 
group. 


Ginsburg, in testimony before 


the Senate-House Economic 
Committee, said no matter what 
the government's jobless per- 
centage rate shows, analysis 
shows the private economy is 
not providing enough jobs. 


"There are fewer persons 


employed fulltime today than 
there were two years ago," 
Ginsburg said. He said 600,000 
new jobs were created in that 
period but none of them was in 
private business or industry. 


"State and local governments 


alone account for more than a 
700,000 gain in public em- 
ployment in the period," he said. 


In the over-all economy, 


Ginsburg added, there was a 
two-year gain of 523,000 in total 
employment to 78,956,000, but a 
decline 
of 508,000 fulltime 


workers and a rise of 377,000 
Americans working part time 
because they can't find fulltime 
jobs. 


He said his analysis covered 


through June. 


The last report on unem- 


ployment issued last month, 
showed the sharpest drop in 10 
years in the seasonally adjusted 
national jobless rate, from 6.2 to 
5.6 per cent, but the biggest rise 
in 10 years in actual number of 
unemployed — up 1.1 million to a 
total of 5.5 million. 


Bureau of Labor Statistics 


experts who compile the figures 
said the seeming contradiction 
was largely a statistical quirk in 
that the jobless survey fell early 
in a week when many students 
were still in school. Otherwise, 
many of them would have been 
expected to be out looking for 
work and listed as unemployed 
if they hadn't found jobs. 


The government report today 


on July's figures will be closely 
watched by the Economic 
Committee. Several committee 
members, including its chair- 
man, Sen. William Proxmire, D- 
Wis., have been demanding that 
President Nixon take stronger 
action against inflation and 
unemployment. 


On 
Thursday, 
Proxmire 


described the government's 
report that wholesale industrial 
prices were rising at the 
sharpest seasonal rate in 15 
years as "another gloomy 
economic indicator." 


The wholesale-price report 


also showed a sharp drop of 2.2 
per cent in farm prices, in- 
dicating possible relief for 
consumers in grocery prices 
later, and the White House said 
the news had both good and bad 
elements. 


The wholesale-price index 


rose to 114.6 per cent of the 1967 
figure, meaning $100 worth of 
wholesale goods purchased in 
1967 would cost $114.60 today.
